Congressman Decries Move 
Of Air Guard to Wilmington 


WASHINGTON 
(A P)—Plans to 
move 
an

Guard 
squadron from Akron-Canton Air­ 
port to Clinton County (Ohio) Air 
Force Base were protested today 
as unjustified. 
Rep. F rank T. Bow, R-Ohio, of 
Canton, urged 
Secretary 
of the 
Air Force Dudley C. Sharp to re ­ 
consider his decision. 
Bow said 
neither defense nor economy con­ 
sd e ra tio n s w arranted moving the 
squadron. 
As 
now 
com posed, 
the 
145th 
Squadron at Akron - Canton con­ 
sists of 400 officers and men— 
most of them part tim e personnel. 
They have five C119 Flying Box­ 
cars and their mission is to evac­ 
uate sick and wounded. 
The guard wants to move the 
squadron from July to Septem ­ 
b er 1961. 
Sharp wrote Bow last 
month 
that the heavy duty Clinton Coun­ 
ty base near Wilmington, Ohio, is 
m ore suitable for moidermzing this 
squadron with new planes and a 
new mission. 
What is m eant here, said an air 
guard officer, is that the guard 
hopes to have the squadron, some 
tim e in 1962, converted to air tank­ 
e r duty.

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Fro m all tho Folks in 


Famous Sheriff Radcliff 
Ends 30 Years of Service

A shining era of law enforcement 
in Pickaway 
County will come to 
an end next month. 


Hanging up his badge and gun 
will be Sheriff Charles II. Rad­ 
cliff. When he vacates his court­ 
house office in January he will 
leave 
30 consecutive years of 
service behind him as the coun­ 
ty's chief law enforcer. 
This remarkable tenure is a rec­ 
ord in Ohio and is thought to be 
the l o n g e s t in the nation. Rad­ 
cliff commonly and appropriately 
is called “ Dean of Ohio Sheriffs” . 
A chronology of Radcliffe last 
30 years as sheriff would fill vol­ 
ume after volume. His memories 
of past activities would fill several 
more.

“ C H A R L IE ” as he is known to 
about 
everybody 
in 
Pickaway 
County, is one of the 
most re­ 
spected lawmen in the c o u n t r y . 
His accomplishments 
in 
the 30- 
year period as sheriff are known 
from coast to coast. 
The sheriff started his eventful 
law enforcement career Jan. 
5, 
1931. Little did he realize then 
that the job w o u l d continue for 
30 years. 
The era came to an end in the 
H ey Prim ary when Radcliff was 
edged in a close race with Walton 
Springier, a f e l l o w Democrat. 
Spangler went on to win the No­ 
vember Election and will be the 
Radcliff successor in January. 
Taking a glance backward into 
history, the sheriff smilingly said 
“ I would have sold out cheap 
during those first few nights as 
sheriff.” Ile said his first day of 
duty was one of the hardest of 
his life. He finaUy got to bed at 
3 a. rn. the next morning follow­ 
ing a steady flow of calls and in­ 
vestigations. 
Charlie said he ran for sheriff 
against his wife’s Judgment. He 
said she didn’t want him to leave 
a b e t t e r paying job at the Pick­ 
away Dairy Co-Operative here. 
Although his first few days were 
trying ones, the job soon “ got into 
his blood” . With a little experi­ 
ence behind him, Radcliff said he 
soon l e a r n e d to love the wmrk. 
This opinion of his job remains to­ 
day.

TH E sheriff said his first pay­ 
check amounted to $126.35 for the 
month. “ Every cent was earned 
and then some in t h o s e early 
days,” he added. 
Radcliff started his initial term 
with himself and three deputies 
to carry the load. Miller Fissell, 
present Circleville safety director, 
was on the staff. 
Regardless of the low pay and 
long 
demanding 
hours, 
Charlie 
soon became a top lawman devot­ 
ed to his work. As a token of ap­ 
preciation for his outstanding ef­ 
forts, 
the 
people 
of 
Pickaway 
County elected him sheriff for two 
more two • year terms and six 
four • year terms in the da>s that 
followed. 
The interesting events in Sher­ 
iff Raricliff's 30-year reign are 
too numberous to mention. His 
job carried him to all walks of 
life where he met all types of 
people. His work ranged from 
handling routine complaints to 
investigating 
matters 
fictional 
writers would shy away rom. 
Perhaps the most memorable i«* ( 
the John 
Kidney murder 
case 
which came Dec. IO, 1931 — Rad- I 
cliff's first year as sheriff. Kidney j 
75 at the time, was a Monroe Twp.

Four men later were electrocuted 
and two sentenced to life impris-;

R A D C L IF F and his staff worked 
on the case day and night until it 
was solved. The many hours of in­ 
vestigation and questioning finally 
forced the sheriff to his sickbed. It 
took .several days for him to recup­ 
erate. 
Five of the prisoners were held 
in ja J here until it was learned 
that angry residents might try to 
storm the jail to seek revenge. The 
suspects were transferred to Col­ 
umbus for safekeeping. 
As the years bore on the Sheriff 
faced 
numerous other 
murders, 
but none wdth the impact or an­ 
xiety caused by the Kidney case.

He said he a1 
ways tried to rely on the philoso 
phv of “ playing hunches” and us­ 
ing time and patience in getting 
a job done. 


C harlie said he has not made 
up his mind about the future, but 
added that he has had several 
job of f e r s. He said he plans 
to live at his home on North­ 
ridge Road and “ take it easy for 
aw hilp.”

Circleville has its own arsenal of 
weapons and the personnel to oper­ 
ate the equipment in case the need 
ever arises. 
Equipped with 
an 
array of 
V 
S. Army weapons is Circle* 
ville’s own 2nd Rifle and Wea­ 
pons platoon of the Ohio National 
Guard. The unit is part of Co. A, 
1st Battle Group of the 166th In­ 
fantry Regiment. 
The lG6th is one of the infantry j 
regiments of the famed 37th Ohio | 
National Guard Division. 
Co A 
headquarters is at Ft. Hayes, Co- j 
lumbus. 
Heading the store of arm s avail- j 
able to the local unit is the deadly 
105 millimeter recoilless rifle. This j 
weapon normally is mounted on a 
jeep, but also may be fired from 
a ground position. 
• • • 
A SKILLED crew can fire the 
105 with extreme accuracy and one j 
of its p r i m e uses is as an anti- j 
tank weapon. 
Although the new 
106 millimeter is now standard for 
the Army, the local unit still has 
the older model 105. 
The platoon here is authorized 
tw’o of the recoilless guns. At pre­ 
sent one is on hand. 
Next on the list is the St mil­ 
lim eter mortar, another key in the 


arsenal. The mortar is a high angle 
firing w e a p o n which also can 
pinpoint targets when operated by 
experienced crews. 
The weapon resembles a stove 
pipe stuck in the ground, but it 
proved to be a devastating wea­ 
pon in the hands of ground troops 
during World War II 
and the 
Korean conflict.

Lumumba, Kasavubu and Khru* 
scliev may be strange names to 
most Circleville residents, but to 
one local man they are just part of 
his everyday work. 
He’s the man who brings the 
world's news to Circleville and 
Pickaway County. 
Gunner Musselman operates in 
a 
IO by 
14, soundproofed, 
win­ 
dowless office amid the clatter of 
five pieces of sending and receiv­ 
ing equipment. The office is in 
The Herald building at 210 N. Court 


In addition to the about 18,000 
readers of The Herald, Musselman 
provides world, national and state 
news for the 81.000 readers of p a ­ 
pers in Logan, Washington C. IL, 
Wilmington and Yan Wert, Ohio. 
Thus, this m an in his tiny office 
here in Circleville, keeps nearly 
100,000 Ohioans informed a b o u t 
happenings throughout the nation 
and world. 
The Circleville Herald, Fri. December 23, 1960 
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MUSSELMAN, 105 Collins Court, 
runs a unique news service. 
He 
sends news over the “ wire” to the ' 
five papers, over a network called 
the “ Galvin Wire Service". 
He’s editor of the CWS. In his 9 
plus years at th'* desk, he’s hand 
led over 44.000,000 lines of type 
In the average day he edits 40.000 
words, and sends on to his readers 
about 20,000 of tile rn. 
Gunner is a veteran of 25 years 
in the news business. He cam e to 
Circleville in November 1946 and 
took over as editor of CWS in 1951. 
Approximately 220 million words 
have gone across his deck in that 
time. 
Musselman is “ in” on ail the vit 
a1 news of the day, although in his 
small cubicle, he can’t tell if it’s 
raining outside 
or 
whether 
it’s 
warm or cold. 
Ile gets the news from Assoc­ 
iated Press in Columbus, which 
is linked, in turn, with AP head­ 
quarters in New York. Thus, Cir­ 
cleville is linked to the world’s 
most * famous news organization.

A boy who grew up in Circle­ 
ville wrote one of the best-loved 
Christmas songs. 
In a time of national tragedy 
and

Housetops”,

favorite.

composed the song for a group 
of Ohio youngsters In the midst 
of the Civil War.

So strong was 
Hanby’s 
belief 
that music and religion belonged 
together, he rented a storeroom in 
New Paris, Ohio, moved in an or­ 
gan. blackboard and some crude 
benches.

We probably never will know i 
the story behind the carol which 
—according to statistically-mind­ 
ed authorities — is sung more than 
any other .single carol throughout 
the 
w’orld:

Certainly it is one of the earliest 
forms of carols, taken from a L at­ 
in canticle,

S eparated from the Asian m ain ­ 
land by the sea, J a p a n e s e civiliza­

when Chinese and K orean invaders 
brought th eir cultu res to the is­ 
lands. 
The history of J a p a n before this 
tim e is blurred by legend. P ro b ab ­ 
ly the ancient Ja p a n e s e worship­ 
ped their ancestors in a form of 
prim itive Shintoism 
and 
already 
accepted the divinity of the Mik­ 
ado with all its social implications. 
They m ay have been fam iliar 
with m etals but certainly not with
